fatality attending 
the 
"strikes" of 


school children, organized as protests 
against Superintendent S. L. Heeter, oc- 
curred this morning when an unknown 
foreign girl, marching With a hundred 
or more of her companions in Pennsyl- 
vania av?nue, was run down by- a street 
car and kiUcd. 


The "strike." which began yesterday 


eoon after Mr. Heeter, who hud been 
acquitted of serious charges preferred 
against him by a domestic in his fam- 
ily, had returned to work, had spread 
to a number of school buildings this 
morning. 
Reports received from four 


schools 
showed 
that scarcely 25 per 


cent, of Uivm wen: in .their places and 
at "other schools the "strikers." said to 
have been encouraged by their parents, 
endeavored to 
prevent 
pupils not in 


sympathy with the movement, from en- 
tering the buildings. 


A feature of the morning was the 


marching through tho downtown streets 
of a par/y of several hundred children, 
none of whom appeared to be more than 
twelve years old. They carried banners 
demanding the removal of the superin- 
tendent. 


Police at a Loss. 


From all sections of the. citj', as the 


<iay advanced, there were repeated calls 
for additional police, and :ul night men 
besides reserves were called^ out

1'iiusc of the character of the "rioters" 
the police- were almost al a loss to han- 
dle the situation, but in a number of in- 
stances succTM.-ded in dispersing some of 
tho gatherings by talking with the old- 
t-r children that were leaders.

WIRES JOHNSON

President Sends Telegram 


After Conference With

State Delegation. 


Washington. April 22.—President Wil- 


son after a conference with the demo- 
cratic delegation from California in con- 
gress today decided to telegraph Gov- 
ernor Johnson and legislative lenders in 
California appealing to them not to 
enact any anti-alien land l»w» in con- 
travention of treaty obligations of the 
United States with Japan. 


The telegram was as follows: 
"I" speak upon the assumption, which 


T am sure is well founded, that the peo- 
ple of California do not desire their 
representatives—and that their repre- 
sentatives do not wish or intend—in 
any circumstances 
to embarrass 
the 


government of the United States in its 
dealing with a nation with whom it has 
most earnestly and cordially sought to 
maintain relations of genuine friend- 
ship and good will, and that least of all 
do they desire to do anything that 
might impair treaty obligations or cast 
a doubt upon the honor and good faith 
of the nation and its government. 


Appeals With Confidence. 


"I therefore appeal with the utmost 


confidence to the people, the governor 
and the legislature of California to net 
in the matter now under consideration 
in a manner that cannot from any point 
of view be fairly challenged or called in 
question. 
If they deem it necessarr to 


exclude all aliens who have not declared 
their intention to become citizens from 
the privileges of land ownership they 
can do'no along lines already followed 
in the laws of many other states, and 
many foreign countries, including Japan 
herself. 
Insidious discrimination will 


inevitably draw in question the treaty 
obligations of the government of the 
United States T register my very urgent 
and respectful protest against discrim- 
ination in this case not only because 1 
deem it my duty to do so. us tho chief 
executive of the nation, lint also, and 
the more readily, because I believe the 
people and the legislative authorities 
of California 
will generously respond 


the moment the matter is frankly pre- 
sented to them as a quest inn of national

Relief in the Tariff 
Cu 


Just at this time, with popular clamor against the in- 


creased cost of living showing, no lessening, and the now 
tariff revision bill before congress, providing for a large- 
ly augmented free list and substantial cuts in practically 
every necessity of life, an interview just given By Secre- 
tary Redfielcl, of the department of commerce and labor, 
is of peculiar interest. Mr. Redfield, who is recognized 
as an authority on the tarff, sounds a warning to the ef- 
fect that the country must not get the impression that the 
reduction of tariff duties will do exceptionally great 
things in the way of reducing the cost of living. He 
points ont that while the tariff reduction and its conse- 
quent removal of special privilege and substitution of the 
competitive system will unquestionably be of much benefit 
in tending to lower commodity prices, anything like an 
immediate drop that will revolutionize affairs and cheap- 
en all living cost, is wholly out of the range of economic 
possibility. The, cut in the tariff, Mr. Redfield says, does 
not cut all the roots of the high cost of living; it merely 
hits at those artificial means by which it has been possi- 
ble to extort higher prices than otherwise possible. The 
removal of high duties is, in short, only the beginning of 
the work of living-cost reduction, and it wholly fails to 
deal with the problem of distribution, which is a tremen- 
dous factor in price determination. Such beneficial results 
as accrue from the tariff revision program proposed in the 
Underwood bill must come gradually, and not in the form 
of governmental ledgerdemain that will work the trans- 
formation in a day. The lowered tariff Avill undoubtedly 
help, but it will not do all that the people arc demanding 
shall be done. 


Fort Wayne is particularly happy in being able to 


extend a welcome to the Indiana convention of nurses 
which opens its sessions in this city today. The trained 
nurse is not only recognized as invaluable in the care of 
the sick in these days, but the profession is making such 
marked and steady advance that its ministrations are 
daily becoming a greater benificence to humanity in com- 
batting the ills to which flesh is heir. Fort Wayne is glad 
to entertain the state meeting which has for its double 
purpose the discussion of professional matters and meth- 
ods and a bit of the relaxation of which the nurse in her 
duties gets all too little. 


We believe it may be taken by general consent without 


the formality of asking a vote that the Walton avenue ele- 
vation case has been hanging fire fully long enough, and 
that the city authorities ought to insist upon speedy ac- 
tion that will constitute a start in the elimination of 
grades cast of Calhoun street. Let's have some definite 
results without further unnecessary delay.

tion to Woman 


Suffrage. 


SHE GIVES THE WHYS 


The most interesting feature of the 


debate on woman suffrage held Monday 
evening at tho assembly room in the 
courthouse, under the auspices of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance L'nion 
of Allen county, between Mrs. Elizabeth 
Stanley, of 
Liberty, 
and Mrs. Reta 


Jones, of Alexandria, was tho address 
of the latter, who took the position that 
tho ballot in general elections should 
not be given to WOP'en. 
Her address 


was a. gem of humor and kept the au- 
dience in almost constant laughter. 


She followed Mrs. Stanley, who made 


the opening speech for tho affirmative 
ind who had made a convincing argu- 
ment in favor of giving the ballot to 
women. 
The men need the help of 


women, Mrs. Stanley urged. 
It is the 


right of women to vote. 
"If we can't 


roto, we ought not bo taxed,'' she said, 
"and wo are taxed. 
There can be no 


doubt but that women arc as well quali- 
fied to vote as are men. Our women are 
tnaking good in every avenue of em- 
ployment that lias been opened to them, 
is teachers, in the professions, in busi- 
ness and in the shops.'' 


In all probability Mrs. .Tones favors 


woman suffrage. 
By assignment, how- 


ever, she took an opposite position in 
tho debate because it had to be ft "two- 
sided affair." 
But Mrs. Jones didn't 


^ay this. 


"I have been studying the laws of In- 


diana," said Mrs. Jones, "and I find that 
hy tho laws of our mnn-madc govern- 
ment women already have many rights. 
IVhy, under the provisions of the wine 
Ind bcncficicnt Proctor law, she can 
get a drink of whisky, beer or wine any 
time she wants it. Isn't that putting 
ler on an equality with men? 


"Women are permitted to hold office. 


1-ho can be a court reporter. 
She ran 


he the matron of a feeble-minded in- 
ctitntion, an attendant in an 
insane 


nftylum and a helper in the poor house. 
Isn't that convincing proof of men's 


iborality in the distribution of the po- 
litical offices? 


"Another privilege that women are 


?iveu under 
the starry flag of 
our 


state is that she can be divorced' from 
her husband if he deserts her. 
And 


then, too, sho can be arrested for crime, 
just like a man, and, just like him, can 
be punished by the 
inflictions of the 


death penalty. 
What more do women 


wa nt ? 


"I am opposed to giving woman the 


ballot because it is not in accordance 
with the bible. 
The Creator put man 


first, women second. And yet the firsl 
thing she did was to get man into 
trouble. 
.She would do it again if she 


was given the ballot. 


"But one of the principal reasons- why 


tho elective franchise ought, not to be 
extended to woman is that she hasn't 
the time to vote. She is too busy. She 
has to work from 0 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until 7 o'clock at night. Suppose 
she were given the ballot, when would 
she get the time to vote? 


J'Why. if women were allowed to voto 


one of the great industries of this coun- 
try, the 
liquor traffic, would suffer, 


and that would be a terrible calamity, 
And if she was given the ballot and al- 
lowed to hold office sho would be elected 
to tho legislature. Then, like men. she 
would have to smoke—and be smoked. 


"The one privilege that I ask from 


our etate legislature is. not the ballot, 
but that when death comes the law will 
allow my name to bo placed on ray 
tombstone by the side of that of mr 
husband." 


Mrs. Stanley occupied ten minutes in 


reply, speaking most interestingly and 
forcibly, as she always does. 
There 


was no vote taken in regard to how 
the audience stood on the question of 
woman suffrage. 
Undoubtedly tho great 


majority of those present favored giv- 
ing the ballot to women.

This combined tax system 
would afford justice in taxation, tlexi- 
hility and stability of revenue and rigid 
economy in expenditures." 


The Democratic Policy. 


The democrats, outlining their policy 


in the preparation of thn bill, announced 
an absolute disregard for the cost of 
production theory as regulatory of tar- 
iff rates and declared that ill the pend- 
ing hill they had attempted. 


"To eliminate 
protection 
of 
profits 


and to cut off duties which enabled in- 
dustrial ma miners to exact a bonus for 
which no equivalent is rendered. 


"To introduce in every line of in- 


dustry a competitive tariff basis provid- 
ing for a substantial amount of importa- 
tion, to the end that no concern shall 
be able to feel that it has a monopoly 
of the home market gained other than 
through the fact that it is able to fur- 
nish better goods at lower prices than 
others." 


Which is the wiser for the country to 


take, the report asked. 
The one that 


demands the protection of profits, the 
continued policy of hot house growth 
of our industries—the stagnation of de- 
velopment that follows where competi- 
tion ceases—or on the other hand, the 
gradual .uid insistent reduction of our 
tariff laws to a basis where the Ameri- 
can manulncturer must be honest com- 
petition, 
v. here he must 
develop his 


business along the best and most eco- 
nomical lines: where, when he lights at 
home to control his market, he is forg- 
ing the way in the development of his 
business to extend his trade in the mar- 
kets of the world. In our judgment Ihe 
future growth of our great industries 
lies beyond the seas.- 


Detailed Table Presented. 


A dcaailed table was presented, show 


bv schedule-;, the total revenue 


cured under the Payne law for 11)12. mid 
the estimated revenue under the new bill 
for a twelve month period. 
The table 


showed that in 1!H2. $7.V.l.-2l>n.!M.i worth 
of imports paid $304,5117 .OM in duties 
at nn equivalent average ad valorem ot 
40.12 per cent. It is estimated that un- 
der the new bill Sl.ono.njm.oo.il worth "I 
imports would pay .*2iili.7nl.nnn in duties 
at an average ad valorem rate of Sll.iiO 
per cent. Thus the new bill would raise

"The 
saving thus made in revenue 


collections." said the report, ''is only 
suggestive of the immensely greater sav- 
ing secured to the public by the probable j 
change in prices resulting from the re- 
moval of the excessive rates of the pr-- 
sent law." 


"It is a striking fact." the report de-

fn close conjunction with the high cost 


of living, the report suggested the de- 
velnpnient of the trusts and industrial 
eomhinntions during the same period and 
gave n. list of 22f» such combinations or- 
ganized since I8!I7. controlling thousands 
of plants and with an aggregate .capital 
of many billions. It. also referred to the 
rapid exhaustion of natural resources, 
nnd said "that the protective system h\« 
been greatly influential in maintaining 
a too rapid rate of depletion of natural 
resources in order to satisfy the con- 
stantly increasing demands of n rising 
population is nri unmistakable fact." 


The Democratic Theory. 


Discussing the democratic theorv of 


tariff revision the report declared for r.h« 
establishment of duties designed primar- 
ily to produce revenue without, thought 
of protection, and for ihe nttninrnent .if 
this end by legislation that, would not, 
injure or destroy 
legitimate 
industry. 


In this connection the report sniil: 


"To protect profits, of necessity ineana 


to protect inefficiency. It does not stim- 
ulate industry because n manufacturer 
standing behind a tariff wall that is 
protecting his profits, is not driven to de- 
velop his business along the lines of 
greatest efficiency nnd greatest economy. 
This is clearly illustrated in a compari- 
son of the wool nnd iron and steel in- 
dustries. Wool has had a specific duty 
that when worked out to an ad valorerri 
bnsis, amounts to a tax of nearly ninetv 
per cent, of the average value of ail 
woolen goods imported into the United 
States nnd the duties imposed have re- 
mained practically unchanged for forty 
years. 
During that time the wool in- 


dustry has made 
comparatively 
little 


progress in cheapening the coat of its 
products nnd improving 
its 
business 


methods. 


On the other hand, in the iron and 


steel industry the tariff rate has been 
cut every time n tariff bill has been 
written. 
Yet the iron and steel in- 


dustry has not languished. 


Cut from Payne Law. 


In a 
series 
of tables 
the report 


showed that the articles, dutiable un- 
der the 1'ayne law and plated on the 
iree list by the Underwood bill in' the 
last year yielded a revenue of $24,69S,- 
220 on imports of $102,402,579. 
The 


committee took from the present free 
list and levied duties against articles 
which it is estimated will yield $4,847,- 
055 revenue on $42,595,5111 during the 
twelve month period under the Under- 
wood bill.

The report says that the income tax 


is included "in response to the general 
demand for justice in taxation and the 
long standing need of an elastic and 
productive system of revenue." 


"In connection with our legislative 


work of readjusting the old and adopt- 
ing a new fiscal policy," the report con- 
tinues, "congress should eliminate the 
inequalities nnd abuses of the 
exist- 


ing system of tariff taxation, reduce 
the customs rfttes to a sound revenue 
basis, and levy an income tax to equal- 
ize the tariff burdens nnd to give elas- 
ticity nnd productiveness to our revenue 
system." 


The report characterizes the present 


tariff system as "fluctuating, inflexible, 
unstable 'and oftentimes unproductive, 
thus exposing the government 
to de- 


ficiencies or excesses with nil their at- 
tendant embarrassments." 


The report declared the maximum and 


minimum of .the Payne law giving the 
president the power to impose addition- 
al duties on the goods of countries, de- 
clining to include the United States as 
n "most fnvored nation" in commercial 
adjustments has been n failure. 
The 


new bill strikes that provision 
from 


the law and gives the president the 
power to negotiate trade agreements 
containing "mutual 
concessions" 
with 


foreign countries to be approved by con- 
gress.
